(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : A brief summary or

The summary is separate and distinct from 
the abstract and is directed toward the invention 
rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it 
solves problems previously existent in the prior art 
(and preferably indicated in the Background of the 
Invention) . In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If 
possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the 
inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the 
extent that they contribute to an understanding of the 
invention .
